Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Bromsgrove  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1960. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  good.  Only 
77  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received.  Deaths 
due  to  malignant  disease  showed  a Vi/elcome  fall  to  18.2^  of 
all  causes  of  death,  the  lowest  for  6 years. 

The'  total  of  completed  immunisations  against  diphtheria 
of  children  under  1 year  on  the  31st  December  has  again  shown 
a very  satisfactory  increase  - 51  in  1957,  100  in  1958,  157  in 
1959"  and  203  in  1960,  This  four-fold  increase  in  the  past 
four  years  is  most  gratifying.  Another  satisfactory  feature 
v/as  the  increase  in  the-  number  of  chi-ldren  under  l year 
vaccinated  against  small  pox.  Of  the  average  number  of  babies 
born  in  the  two  years  1960  i.nd  1959,  71,4^  were  vaccinated 
against  small  pox  as  compared  v/ith  51,8^  for  the  average  of 
the  tivo  years  1959  and  1953.  There  v/as  also  an  appreciable 
increase  in  immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  while  the 
response  to  poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  high, 
especially  in  the  child  population. 

There  v/as  only  a small  fall  from  456  to  439  in  the  number 
of  applicants  on  the  Council's  Housing  List  in  spite  of  the 
increase  in  Council  houses  erected  from  18  in  1959  to  70  in 
1960.  Private  building  increased  from  242  to  278  houses, 
v/hile  there  wa.s  an  unwelcome  increase  in  the  number  of 
mo\mble  dv/ellings,  mainly  caravans,  from  496  in  1959  to 
530  in  1960. 

Although  6490  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  by  v/ater 
undertakings  a number  of  households  still  depend  on  water 
from  private  wells  and  springs.  Of  55  samples  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  69^’  were  reported 
unsatisfactory. 
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The  Directory  prepared  by  the  Bromsgrove  Districts 
Bocial  Services  Committee  Vi/as  issued  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  has  proved  useful.  Quarterly  meetings  v^ere 
held  and  cases  discussed  v;hen  they  arose, 

I am  glad  to  say  that  no  case  arose  in  v;hich  action 
needed  to  be  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act. 

. I would  like  to  .express  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  help  given  by 
Officers  of  other  Departments  and  the  assistance  given 
by  yourself,  IVir,  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee .

The  County  Council  continued  to  administer  the  several  ante- 
natal, child  welfare,  school  health,  dental  and  specialist 
clinics,  where  much  valuable  work  is  done  towards  the  preservation 
of.  „h,e  alt  h of.  the  community  and  the  prevention  of  disease.  _The 
help  given  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  by  voluntary  vjorkors  was 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs. 

The  Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing  and  Midv/ifery  bervices, 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  supported  by  the  Home  Help  Service 
arranged  by  the  W.V.So  and  Loan  of  Nursing  Hequisites  Scheme 
managed  by  the  Red  Cross,  continued  to  provide  invaluable 
domiciliary  help  and  -advice.

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  report  gives  details 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year. 

2 . Water  Supply 

Apart  from  supplies  to  Adams  Hill  and  Clent  the  supply  of 
main  v/ater  in  the  District  is  in  the  charge  of  various  statutory 
water  undertakings.  The  supply  of  water  to  a small  area  at 
Chapmans  Hill,  Romsley  was  taken  over  by  the  East  Worcestershire 
V/aterworks  on  1st  -^pril,  1960, 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  were  supplied  v;ith  main 
piped  water  supplies  which  were  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity.  There  were  still,  however,  many  dwellings  and  farm 
premises  with  only  well  water  supplies.  These  latter  supplies 
were  to  a large  extent,  unsatisfactory,  and  households  vi/ere 
advised  to  boil  the  v\/ater  before  use. 

Routine  sampling  of  drinking  water  from  private  wells  and 
springs  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  v;as  continued 
during  the  year.  The  results  were  very  poor;  69^  were 
bacter iologically  unsatisfactory  while  12%  v;ere  chemically 
unsatisfactory. 

Sampling  at  source  of  main  supplies  was  done  by  the  Water 
Undertakings,  but  consumer  samples  v\?ere  taken  from  time  to  time 
in  the  District,  All  were  satisfactory.

Pail  Emptying 

Pail  emptying  service  was  continued  at  fortnightly  intervals 
in  Stoke  Prior  and  in  a portion  of  Wythall  Parish. 

A total  of  128 ' households  were  served.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies- and  Gentlemen,  - - 

' r beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1960. 

Applications  for  Grants,  both  Standard  and  Discretionary,  for 
the  improvement  of  houses  continued  to  be  received,  38  being 
approved  for  Discretionary  and  30  for  Standard  grants.  Certificates 
for  payment  of  27  Discretionary  Grants  totalling  £6,433  as  well  as 
■24" 'Sfandard  Grant's  amounting  to  an  additional  £2,694  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

Twenty  six  Demolition  Orders  and  five  Closing  Orders  were  made 
and  two  formal  undertakings  w/ere  accepted.  In  addition  six 
properties  V\fere  demolished,  as  a result  of  informal  action.  Only  two 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  under  the 
Rent  Act,  1957. 

Various  lengths  of  v;/ater  main  were  laid  by  the  Water  Under- 
takings, as  set  out  in  my  report,  mainly  to  supply  new  development, 
and  the  extension  to  supply  the  Dordale  area  of  Bel'brought on  parish 
under  a giaarantee  agreement  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  - 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Hagley  Sewage  Works  and  the  sewering 
Of  Pinewoods  Avenue  in  Cient  Parish  was  completed.  Work  continued 
on  sewering  the  Hopwood  area  of  Alvechurch  through  the  year.  Ninety- 
three  exist  ing'.'-hous  es  i.were  ■ connected 'to''''the  sew*er 'du’r  ihg-^'the  year. 

The  report  required  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  was 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  v>/ho 
confirmed  the  date  of  1st  January,  1962,  for  the  application  of  the 
Construction  Regulations  to  the  District.  The  five  slaughterhouses 
continued  to  operate,  a total  of  444  cattle,  39  calves,  2417 
sheep  and  289  pigs  being  inspected.  The  meat  was  generally  of  good 
quality  and  only  a small  percentage  was  condemned  following 
inspection. 

Sixteen  milk  samples  taken  v\/ere  all  satisfactory  and  only  two 
of  the  sixty-nine  ice  cream s amples  were  not  placed  in  grades  1 
or  2 (satisfactory). 

Generally  the  work  of  the  Department  has  gone  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  I would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  Officers  of  other 
Departments  and  especially  to  the  members  of  the.  Health  Departne  nt 
for  their  helpful  co-operation.

I'l/ork  was  almost  completed  on  the  Dordale  extension 
in  Belbr ought  on.
